by bits of valuable statuary and arr 
curios. 


The Tewksbury mansion was made 


famous by a voting man who had a

1390 Tewkesbury was a bear and be 
made a fortune. 
He disappeared in 


July, 3000, leaving immense debts be- 
hind. It was said he could lose half a 
million dollars without the flicker of an 
eyelid.

splendor. He built a mansion and un-

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A CHURCH INNOVATION 


Ohio Pastor's Novel Plan to 


Defray Expenses. 


HO SUNDAY SESYIOE OOLLEOTIONS 


Fain, Bazaar* and Otlyer Method* 


For Making Money Are to Be 
Avoided—Pledge* Are Made Once a 
Year to Pay All Eipen*e*—Cnorcfe 
Social* Are Thn* Free to All. 


An innovation in the financial man- 


agement of churches has been introduc- 
ed at Glenville, near Cleveland, 0., by 
Rev. W. C. Detling, pastor of the Peo- 
ple's Congregational church, says the 
Cincinnati Enquirer. 
The new plan 


provides for the abolishment of the col- 
ections at church services, also the 
admission fee at church socials. It is 
needless to say that the innovation is 
causing much comment in church cir- 
cles, and that the result of Rev. Mr. 
Betting's experiment vrfll he watched 
throughout the country with more than 
ordinary interest. 


Under the new regime not only is 


there to be no church collection in con- 
nection with the church at Glenville, 
but bazaars and church -fairs as a 
means of making money are to be stu- 
diously avoided, to say nothing of quilt 
raffles and like enterprises which are 
sometimes resorted to. 


The means under the new plan with 


which a church is to be supported may 
be summed up in two words—personal 
contributions. 
On a Sunday in De- 


cember at the Glenville church, at both 
the morning arid evening services, 
pledges to cover the expenses of an en- 
tire year were requested. These were 
made in. sums varying from a few cents 
to several dollars per month. It is now 
planned to make no further reference 
to contributions at any church services 
for one year to come- If any further 
funds are needed during the year the 
members of the church, will be inform- 
ed of the need privately. 


According to Rev. Mr. Detling, one 


advantage of the new plan is that it 
leaves every one, whether a member or 
an outsider, free to attend church serv- 
ices without being embarrassed or an- 
noyed by the constant call for money. 
Secondly, it avoids all possibility of in- 
troducing questionable ways of making 
money at church socials. In the third 
place, it is the truly businesslike way 
of conducting • a church. Patrons of 
church entertainments or suppers usu- 
ally are paying "but a. small margin to 
the church when the' cost of giving the 
affair is considered. 
Again, the new 


plan leaves the church socials open to 
the -well to do and poor alike and 
makes of these events what they should 
be. 


In the statement of Rev. Mr. Detling 


to Ms people in inaugurating his new 
plan he said in part: "I believe that 
while these socials, entertainments, 
suppers, etc., under certain restrictions 
for the support of the church may 
not be wrong, -with certain other "fea- 
tures and conduct added—such as clap- 
trap, grab bag, catchpenny devices and 
schemes^-they are pernicious and posi- 
tively harmful and tend to lower the 
respect of the community for the 
church. These indirect methods, even 
under the wisest direction, are unbusi- 
nesslike and often the source of con- 
fusion in the community," and very 
often end in the depleted church treas- 
ury, while the more direct, businesslike 
methods would have left a credit bal- 
ance." 


QUAINT ADVICE IN A WILL. 


Farmer Tell* Family How to Care 


For the Chfclcen*. 


The will of Frank Fegley, a farmer 


who lived near Zionsville, Pa., was ad- 
mitted to probate the other day, says 
an Allentown (Pa.) dispatch to the 
Philadelphia Press. The instrument 
was simply a letter written on the 
leaf of an old composition book. There 
were no witnesses to it, but two neigh--- 
bors identified the signature. 


Fegley left a wife and eleven chil-

As a mem- 
ber of President Cleveland's first cab- 
inet Mr. Whitney gave an impetus to 
the upbuilding of the navy which has 
put us among the naval powprs of the 
world.

forfeited criminal bonds 
coleetable.

Martin In Ilolirrd After 


TJilrty Years' Service. 


Sergeant Jobu Martin of the Nineti- 


eth company, coast artillery, stationed 
at Fort Alt-Henry, who was the only 
mau out of '2" to survive the massacre 
of the Sioux Indians under General 
Custer, was retired from service by a 
general order issued by the department 
of the east Sergeant Martin has served 
for thirty years, since be was twenty 
years old. He will receive three-quar- 
ters of his regular pay. 


On June 25, 3870, General Custer sent 


Sergeant Martin, then a trumpeter, 
back from the camp on the Little Big 
Horn river, Montana, to Captain Ben- 
teen for re-enforcements. Martin said 
he had scarcely mounted a hill about a 
mile from tbe camp when he saw Sit- 
ting Bull approaching. 


"I knew that it was too late for the 


re-enforcements, but I continued on my 
mission. I looked back for a minute, 
and I knew that my comrades were 
doomed. I then hurried on to Captain 
Benteen. I met him corning in the di- 
rection of the camp. On the 2Gth we 
bad an engagement with the same red- 
skins who bad killed Custer and the 
detachment. It was not until the 27th 
that Tv'e reached 'the field where the 
bodies lay. We found Custer leaning 
against tbe stomach of a dead horse. 
There were dead men all around him. 
He was nearly the last to die, I think." 


Sergeant Martin also served in the 


campaigns in the Black Hills in 3875 
and the Yellowstone in 1876 and 1877 
under the command of General Terry 
nnd later under General Sturgis. He 
has in his possession a handsomely en- 
grossed certificate signed by Captain 
Benteen which contains the dates of 
the various engagements in which he 
fought

mander at Fort McHenry, sent Ser- 
geant Martin a letter commending his 
meritorious work in the army.

Until two years ago wlioevcr rode 


from I'oiice, the residential part of tliu 
Eouthcrn scajjort of I'ortu It IPO, built 
some miles iiiliuicl iiuiuy years ago to 
C'scape (lie visits of the old time buc- 
caneers, to tbe nl.'iya. of port, where 
the liusiuess of the place is trnusucted. 
did so in vehicles not unlike a Now 
England carryall. 
Pns'seiifi'-'rs crowd- 


ed into these carriages, paid their fares 
according to their ability to drive a 
bargain wilh the presiding Jehu and 
were responsible, under the Spanish 
regime, for any accidents that the reck- 
less driving of that cheerful individual 
might bring to pass in the course of 
their journey. 


All this has materially changed since 


Hay, 1U01', when the first car of an 
American trolley line, built by the 
Stone-Webster management, began run- 
ning between Ponce and tbe playa. 
The rickety vehicles, with their cheer- 
fully reckless drivers, have practically 
disappeared, and the little brown, half 
naked children who made the borders 
of the old military road their play- 
ground are actually very much safer 
since the advent of the "broomstick 
train.'' Many who formerly were pe- 
destrians from financial necessity rath- 
er than choice have taken to the trol- 
ley cars, thanking their stars for a 
uniform fare that makes the luxury 
of riding possible, and the line has car- 
ried an average of several hundred pas- 
sengers daily. 


The equipment of this little pioneer 


American electric railway in Porto Ri- 
co consists of half a dozen open "elec- 
trics"' operated by motormen and con- 
ductors in khaki uniform and recruited 
chiefly from the younger men of the is- 
land.

A DAINTY DESSERT. 


One of the Concoclloim of Gelatin, 


So Easily Made at Tliin Seafcon. 
Pare, quarter and core five apples. 


Make a sirup of one cup and a half 
each of sugar and water and the thin 
yellow rind of an orange. In this sirup 
cook the pieces of apple, a few at a 
time, until tender, taking care to keep

them whole. 
As the apples become 


tender lift them with a skimmer to a 
plate to drain. While the apples are 
cooking let a scant hall of a two ounce 
package of gelatin-soften in a cup of 
cold water. Over tbis pour the apple 
sirup, strain the liquid and measure it. 
There should now be two cups and a 
half—add water if necessary to make 
this quantity. 
Have ready a mold 


standing in ice and water. 
Put iu a 


few spoonfuls of the liquid and ar- 
range slices of apple on tbe bottom of 
the mold in the jelly. Turn in a little 
sirup, tben add more slices of apple, 
with here and there a slice of orange 
and, 
if at hand, a bit of freshly can- 


died peel. Continue until the mold is 
full. 


When ready to serve turn from the 


mold and decorate with whipped cream 
and candied orange peel. Sweeten and 
flavor the cream before whipping. For 
a cupful of cream use a scant fourth 
of a cupful of sugar and a few drops 
of vanilla extract. — Boston Cooking 
School Magazine. 


Chocolate Cuke. 


One-half cupful of butter, two cup- 


fuls of soft sugar and two eggs stirred 
quickly together; one-half cupful of 
buttermilk, in which dissolve one even 
teaspoonful of soda, two cupfuls of 
flour, one-fourth of a cake chocolate 
dissolved in one-half cupful of boiling 
water.
